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MICROFILM YIEWERS 


The increase in the dissemination of medical literature to the widely 
Scattered army medical establishments by means-of microfilm copies has been 
retarded by the lack of adequate reading equipment. The high cost and limit- 
ed production of desk projectors has made it impossible to secure and distrib- 
ute as many of these as needed by the warious hospitals and services. To meet 
this situation, the staff of the army Medical Library has been actively engag- 
ed in securing the production of monocular microfilm viewers which could be 
distributed in sufficiently large numbers to permit the widest possible utili- 


lation of the microfilm copying resources of this Library. 


Three types of portable viewers will shortly be in production. Two of 
these are provided with adjustable lenses which magnify the text about eight 
times which permits easy reading of the finest print. The microfilm is held 
in place by a slide behind which a translucent screen diffuses the light coming 
either from a convenient external source or from a small electric bulb illu- 


minated by a battery in the handle of the viewer. 


The third viewer is constructed on a novel principle which doubtless 
will make it the most generally preferred of the three. It utilizes a con- 
cave mirror for the magnification of the text instead of a lens, and this 
type uses either an external or an internal source of light. Since the focus 
is fixed, no adjustment of an eyepiece is necessary. Also the opening through 
which the text is viewed is larger than is the case with the ordinary eyepiece. 
Finally the construction is so simple that the necessary materials and tooling 


required for its manufacture should permit a rapid and inexpensive production. 


It is expected that the cost of these viewers will range between $3.50 
and $7.00 and they will be distributed by the Medical Department of the army 
to the medical officers in the various hospitals and units throughout the world. 
Arrangements will also be made for their distribution through the Navy, State 
Department, Office of Coordination of Inter-american affairs, Department of agri- 
culture, Pan american Sanitary Bureau, and other agencies to ail accredited 
officers engaged in medical and sanitary work wherever located. Orders from 
individuals will be transmitted by Photoduplication Service to the manufactur- 


ers for direct delivery to them.
